Fire Protection Week— 
pas Oct. 5-11 


In the rush to desiznate weeks to further 


articular project! the | ;

October 5th to 11th has been designated 
“Fire Protection Week.” 

It is alarming to learn from the Proclam- 

- ation that in the last ten years 534,777 fires 

in’ Canada have destroyed property valued 

. at $542 million. In that time 4,087 persons 

have lost their lives and it is estimated that 

“at least 15,000 others have been seriously in- 
jured as a result of fire. 

..What the Prociamation cannot show, of 
course, is the number of lives that could have 
been saved; the value of property that could 
have been protected; if a systematic inspec- 
tion had been made beforehand of all condi- 
tions likely to cause or promote the spread 
of fire. ; 

Apart from the. obvious inspection of 
public buildings: fire drill in schools, factor- 
_ jes and offices; education in fire protection 

in schools, to Boy Scout groups and the like; 
every householder can be a voluntary fire 
‘“warden. by checking his own home for fire 
: hazards. 

*.. An obvious place to start is in the base- 
+ment with the furnace pipes — a frequent 
- cause of fire. And the average basement is 
} cluttered with inflammable material that 
i serves little purpose except to add fuel to a 
. yotential fire. It’s best out on the city or 

town dump. 

Faulty electric switches are best replaced, 
* , they’re worn out anyway and can be a fire 
hazard. An open fireplace without a guard 
| -—particularly with children und — is an 


! unnecessary risk. A faulty chimney can 

* bring fire-producing sparks. The modern 

" home is full of labor-saying devices and com- 

: forts which in good condition are harmless, 

* but worn out or faulty, can spell disaster 
through fire. * 

. Yes, “Fire Protection Week” is one week 
that should be taken seriously. A couple of 
hours spent by every householder in check- 

: ing possible hazards would be amply repaid 
by a reduction in fire losses in Canada. And 
fire protection brings ease of mind.

The Union demands included a reduc- 
tion in the work week from 48 to 40 hours 
and an increase in wages of 40c per hour. 
This would considerably boost the previous 
scales of $228.00 to $300.00 per month. 

With the west's greatest crop in process 
of being delivered, the strike of 1400 grain 
handlers COULD have tied up the delivery 
and marketing most effectively.”

A plot of land there, which has grown 
flax continuouly without the aid of fertilizer 
since 1890, Jast year produced an average of 
20 bushels per acre. A report from the sta- 
tion in 1898 showed the average yield to be 
12.3 bushels per acre. 

Tests made on the straw and chaff as 
well as the grain showed that producing a 
good average crop of flax removed less nitro- 

gen, rus and potassium from the soil

Dollar Up; Wheat Down 


Canadian money is now rated as the 
most valuable in the world. This may be a 
source of pride to the people of this country, 
but it does not work out so well for primary 


producers dependent ‘to a large extent on 
export markets. The premium position of 
the Canadian dollar brings down the price of 
exports. 

In the case of wheat, the International 
Wheat Agreement provides for a ceiling price 
of $1.80, but that price was based on the 
value of Canadian money in March, 1949, 
Canadian money now is more valuable than 
it was then in the opinion of the world, and 
so the ceiling price has declined accordingly. 
The average price for 1 northern wheat at 
Fort William during the month of July was 
$1.74 a bushel or 54% cents below the $1.80 


ceiling. As wheat agreement prices are the | 


standard for domestic prices, there was a 
similar decline for wheat sold for Canadian 
consumption. :
